Acousticon Takes One More 
Alibi From the Sinners. 


Twelve-Station System With 
Hidden Wires to Pulpit. 


Picture Shows Just for Fun 
Another Innovation. 


We sinners are being harder 
pressed every day. One by one our 
exeuses for not attending church 
are being taken from us. 

For a long time it has Veen a per- 
fectiy good excuse to say we were a 
bit hard of hearing, but now the 
Westiake Presbyterian Church has 
instalied an acousticon, and there 


are twelve stations in the church 
auditorium in which the deafest man 
in town may sit at perfect ease, 
without bending forward or holding 
his ear or anything, and hear dis- 
all the preacher says. 

The acousticon works on tlie or- 
end lent of.a telephone system; the deaf 
auditor holds to one ear a small 
telephone receiver with an extension 
handle, like a lorgnette.

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EXPERIENCES 
SPIDER IN SAN DIEGO. 


BAN DIBGO.-"We have been making 
some interesting experiments on red spider 
control, which appears to demonstrate the 
necessity of applying the spray under good 
pressure,” said County Horticultural Com- 
missioner G. R. Gorton recently. “We con- 
ducted our experiments on a ten-acre 
orchard, using six different kinds of insecti- 
cides. We allowed the sprayers to apply 
their own way and which we found meant 
using an average of somewhat lesg than 
200 pounds pressure bearing from 175 up 
to 260. The last preseufe, however, was only 
maintained for a comparatively short period.

PAINTING THE BROODER. 

Uniess the premises where chicks are 
kept and all appliances used are known to 
be absolutely free from lice and mites, and 
it te certain that chicks have never been 
exposed to them, ff is a wise precaution to 
paint or spray the brooder with a mixture 
of four parts crude petroleum and one part 
allowing it to dry thoroughly de 
fore using. Puffs of insect powder on the 
chicks when tn the brooder, about once & 
week, will destroy any lice that may be on 
them.
